store in Provo 24 years ago. Howard 
gave up meat 25 years ago. Her fami- 
ly’s store carries many meat-substi- 
tute products, including veggie burg- 
ers and hot dogs. Howard said, how- 
ever, she does not replace the turkey 
with a vegetarian counterpart in her 
holiday banquet. 

“There’s not really a good substitute 
for turkey on Thanksgiving,’ Howard 
said. 

The Howard’s Thanksgiving relish 
includes cornbread dressing, raw 
cranberry salad and pumpkin chiffon 
pie. For the stuffing, Howard uses a 
vegetarian broth that she said tastes 
like chicken. The broth consists of 
brewer’s yeast and seasoning. 

Because half of her children are not 
vegetarians, Howard will prepare 
turkey and gravy when they come for 
the holidays, but she said that even 
her carnivorous children prefer the 
cornbread dressing to the turkey 
dressing. 

Monika Lyons, a senior fashion 

merchandising major from Orem, has 
been a vegetarian for nine years. She 
said at Thanksgiving she merely 
avoids the turkey and the gravy.

Demonstrators climb Golden Gate Bridge 


SAN FRANCISCO — Nine demonstrators, including actor Woody Harrelson, 
were arrested Saturday after they scaled the towers of the Golden Gate Bridge 
to demand that the government protect a 60,000-acre redwood grove. 

Hanging from rock-climbing gear, the protesters stretched out banners high 
above the roadway while bridge officials and California Highway Patrol offi- 
cers waited for them below. 

Harrelson and the others dangled 200 feet above an all-day traffic jam that 
formed as motorists slowed to stare. 

They were booked on charges of trespassing, failure to obey a peace officer 
and public nuisance, the highway patrol said. They were processed at a jail and 
officials expected them to be released Saturday night. 

Their largest banner, measuring 70 feet by 35 feet, was addressed to Texas 
businessman Charles Hurwitz, whose Pacific Lumber Co. owns the Headwaters 
Forest Complex in northern California’s Humboldt County. 

“Hurwitz, aren’t redwoods more precious than gold?” the banner read. 


Panel accuses FAA of not fulfilling mission 


MIAMI — The federal hearings on the ValuJet crash revealed some disturbing 
news: There are likely to be things in an airplane’s cargo hold that can kill pas- 
sengers if they catch fire or explode. 


In a rare attack upon the Federal Aviation Administration, members of the’ 


panel investigating the ValuJet crash made it clear the FAA didn’t fulfil! its mis- 
sion. The hearings by the National Transportation Safety Board revealed 
that, before the deadly crash in the Everglades, federal authorities gave a low 
priority to the search for dangerous cargo such as chemicals and ammunition. 

Testimony and documents revealed that 60 percent of the hazardous materials 
shipped on airplanes in the United States goes aboard passenger airliners rather 
than cargo planes, and that the FAA ignored warnings from its own hazardous 
materials, or hazmat, inspectors. 

“Lumping together cargo, hazmat — anything that goes into the belly of a 
plane - we’re just waiting for an accident to happen,” a division manager said in 
a 1992 internal FAA report.

‘Electrical’ smell grounds ValuJet plane

ORLANDO, Fla. — A ValuJet plane returned to Orlando 
International Airport for an emergency landing Saturday 
after the pilot reported a strong “electrical” smell, airport 
officials said. No one was injured and no smoke or fire was 
ever found. 

Flight 116 bound for Atlanta returned to the airport short- 
ly after the 4:30 p.m. takeoff and the 32 passengers and 
five crew got off without any problem. 

The pilot had reported a strong “electrical” smell, first in 
the cockpit, then in the rear of the plane, but an inspection 
of the DC-9 on the ground turned up no smoke or fire, said 
airport spokeswoman Carolyn Fennell. 

The incident came a day after week-long federal hearings 
into the cause of the May crash of ValuJet Flight 592, 
which plunged into the Everglades after the pilot reported 
smoke in the aircraft. 

That crash, which killed all 110 people on board, was 
blamed.on improperly boxed oxygen-generating canisters. 

ValuJet spokeswoman Marcia Scott emphasized that 
Saturday’s landing in Orlando did not involve actual 
smoke in the aircraft, only a “faint smoke smell” detected 
by.the pilot. 

’ “He decided, certainly, to return and have that investigat- 
ed?’-she said. 

“Jt-was a very routine response. We’re quite pleased with 


the way our crew handled it.” 

Also Saturday at the Dallas-Fort Worth International 
Airport, the pilot of American Airlines Flight 1447 bound 
for Acapulco, Mexico, aborted takeoff after the right 
engine caught fire, said airport spokeswoman Angel 
Biasatti. 

The plane, an MD-80 with 116 passengers and five crew 
aboard, was evacuated. 

Three people were injured, including one elderly passen- 
ger complaining of heart problems who was taken to a 
hospital, Ms. Biasatti said. 

Emergency crews extinguished the fire and the runway 
was closed. 

American spokeswoman Mary Frances Fagan would not 
confirm that the engine caught fire. 

Mechanics will have to inspect the plane to determine the 
problem, she said. 

Passengers said they heard a loud noise, smelled an odor 
and then were told to leave personal items and exit imme- 
diately. 

“You heard a loud pe; and once that happened the pilot 
shut down and then about 30 seconds later they decided to 
evacuate the aircraft,’ said passenger David Stokes. 

Nov. 4 in Dallas, another American Airlines MD-80 had 
to abort takeoff when a blade in one of the engines broke 
as the plane went down the runway. 

No one was injured.

New Lindon retail strip mall 
to mcrease city’s tax revenues

The city of Lindon is tired of watch- 
ing its residents spend all of their 
shopping dollars in Provo and Orem, 
said Ott Dameron, City Manager of 
Lindon. 

In an effort to fight back against 
neighbor cities profiting from Lindon 
citizen’s spending, a new strip mall 
will be opening in south Pogo 
Dameron said. 

Dameron said it is the first retail- 
type shopping center to be built in 
Lindon, and will consist of a variety 
of specialty shops and restaurants, 

“It’s not that the city didn’t want 
retail stores prior to this time, it just 
never happened,’ Dameron said. 
“With the growth we have experi- 
enced over the past few years, it was 
apparent that something. like this: was 
needed.” 

Developer/Contracior Bill Fairbanks 
of Carter Construction is the creator 
of the Southtowne strip mall. 
According to Fairbanks, the reason 
they chose the Lindon site of was due 
partly to the recent population boom 
in the Lindon and north Orem area. 

For years Lindon has been a quiet 
little community between Orem’ and 
Pleasant Grove, Dameron said. There 
were very few retail businesses and 
most of the tax revenues for the com- 
munity were generated from its small 
industrial sector north of Geneva or 
through residential property taxes. 

While more expenses have comé 
with the increased growth, Dameron 
said that this commercial project will 
help build a stronger tax base for 
Lindon and will relieve the residents 
of carrying the burden of paying for 
most of the city’s bills. 

Fairbanks said there isn’t much 
retail shopping in north Orem and 
Pleasant Grove isn’t any better. With 
the increase in population, Fairbanks 
saw a definite need for a shopping 
center. 

“Things are already congested in 
Orem and it will just get worse,’ said 
Fairbanks, “If we can save people the 
trouble of driving through heavy traf- 
fic to get their shopping done, they 
will respond.” ' 

Fairbanks said the city of Lindon 
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has accepted the project with open 
arms and believes more commercial 
growth will financially strengthen the 
City. 

Dameron said the city of Lindon 
plans to continue to develop its com- 
mercially zoned areas with three sec- 
tors set aside for retail and commer- 
cial development in the city’s master 
plan. Dameron said he hopes to see 
more large-scale retail businesses 
consider locating in Lindon. 

“We’ve had a number of supermar- 
ket chains already approach the city 
with the intent to locate new stores 
within our borders. It’s just a matter 
of time beforé it happens,” said 
Dameron. 

Fairbanks said Lindon is an open 
market with great possibilities and 
he’s glad he could be a part of this 
first step forward.

Corradini foes await Gunnarson probe

Opponents of Mayor Deedee 
Corradini have agreed to put their 
petition drive seeking an investigation 
on hold after a meeting with district 
attorney Neal Gunnarson. 

Gunnarson is already making a pre- 
liminary inquiry into the $201,000 in 
gifts Corradini received from 26 
wealthy benefactors and several 
unions. Gunnarson began his inquiry 
last week at Corradini’s request. , 

The mayor insists that those who 
gave her money to pay off a debt to 
Bonneville Pacific’s bankruptcy 
trustee did not expect or receive 
favors from the city. Critics want to 
determine whether that’s true. 
Corradini released the list of benefac- 
tors 10 days ago after a news reporter 
sought them. 

Attorney Brad Parker said 
Gunnarson urged him to delay filing 
his petitions and a complaint in 3rd 
District Court against Corradini. 

The complaint would have required 
a 3rd District judge to order 
Gunnarson to investigate Corradini. 

Gunnarson needs time to look into 
Corradini’s solicitation and accep- 
tance of cash gifts, Parker said. 

“They have assured us they would 
do a fair ‘preliminary inquiry,” 
Parker said. “I felt like they were.seri- 
ous and up front.” 

Parker is the former law partner of 
Rich McKeown, who narrowly lost 
the 1995 mayoral election to 
Corradini. McKeown is now on the 
Utah State Tax Commission. 

“We want this done in an appropri- 
ate, reasoned, non-frenzied way that 
is fair both to the mayor and the citi- 
zens,” Parker said. 
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Meanwhile, two city council mem- 
bers believe the council should inves- 
tigate aspects of Corradini’s financial 
dealings beyond the $201,000 in 
donations that helped her avoid being 
sued by the Bonneville Pacific trustee. 

“We have got to establish what is 
real and what is rumor,” said council 
member Deeda Seed. “We have to 
start from scratch, building a founda- 
tion of trust. So, every little thing has 
to be examined in excruciating detail. 
Then we’ll know if anything illegal 
happened or if some of these things 
were just examples of very poor judg- 
ment.” 

Among the relationships Seed and 
council member Joanne Milner want 
investigated is Corradini’s rental of a 
posh home from Frank Joklik, the 
chairman of the Salt Lake Olympic 
Organizing Committee board of 
trustees. Corradini said she and her 
husband, Yan Ross, pay $2,200 per 
month. 

Other relationships include the 
Corradini’s acceptance of a $20,000 
gift and an additional $20,000 loan 
from Buzz team owner Joe Buzas. 

That revelation by the mayor 10 
days ago breathed new life into old 
complaints that Buzas got too sweet a 
deal when he agreed to move the team 
to Salt Lake City. 

Corradini’s relationship with devel- 
oper James Sorenson Jr. also is in 
question.

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SECAUGUS, N.J. — An Amtrak 
train carrying mail and 113 people 
jumped the track at-6Q0 mph on 
Saturday, sideswiping another train as 
it landed inva swamp. Thirty-four peo- 
ple were injured. 

The derailment disrupted rail service 
between Newark and New York City 
all day, with fwo tracks closed. 
Regular service was expected Sunday. 
' The mail train-sideswiped another 
Amtrak train as it derailed, but no one 
aboard the second train was hurt. 
Amtrak said 17 passengers and 15 
employees aboard the mail train were 
treated for minor injuries and released 
from local hospitals. Two employees 
remained hospitalized for observation. 

The train’s two locomotives, a mail 
car and three passenger cars derailed, 
‘Amtrak spokesman Rick Remington 
said. The train was en route from 
Washington to Boston with 88 pas- 
sengers and 25 Amtrak employees. 

Afterward, the cars lay,in a zigzag 
pattern in the wetlands mud. Some 
passengers had to stand in knee- -deep 
water for about 30 minutes before 
they were rescued. 

Amtrak foreman Kenneth Waiters of 
Philadelphia, who was traveling to 
Connecticut with his wife|to celebrate 
her birthday, said the peo was a 
blur. 

“All I know is we were in a swamp,” 
said Waiters, 43. “I heard a loud 
thump and everything started going 

’ bumpy ... and we were in a swamp. I 
thought I was dead.” 

Waiters and his wife, Norma, were 
not seriously hurt and Secaucus 
Mayor Anthony Just credited the 
marshy crash site for minimizing 
injuries. 

“The wetlands sponged it ... 
a big cushion,” Just said. 

The crash at about 6:30 a.m. came 
just after the 12-car Fast Mail train 
had. crossed the Hackensack River 
Bridge in this northern New Jersey 
town about six miles west of New 
York City. 

After a stop in Newark, it was en 
route to New York and going 60 mph, 
the bridge speed limit, said an Amtrak 
police officer who refused to give his 
name. 

The sideswiped train, The 
Carolinian, was traveling from New 
York to Charlotte, N.C. Passengers on 
the southbound train had to change to 
another train in Newark, Remington 
said.

The cause of the crash was not 
immediately known, although the 
bridge at the scene had been worked 
on the night before.

1997-98 tuition to increase 4 percent

Brigham Young University will 
raise tuition by four percent in 1997- 
98. Students will be paying an extra 
fifty dollars, bringing the undergradu- 
ate rate per semester to $1,315. 

Tuition rates will also increase five 
percent, to $420, for spring and sum- 
mer terms. 

The 1994-95 school year, the uni- 
versity lowered undergraduate spring 
and summer terms by 27 percent and 
set it at $400 per term to encourage 
enrollment during less busy times. 

The board always considers the out-

comes of tuition increases, said Brad 
Farnsworth, administrative vice presi- 
dent, in a press release. 

“The board is always concerned 
about cost containment, and it 
approves only the most necessary 
increases,” he said. 

Clyde Morrell, assistant administra- 
tive vice president of finance, said the 
tuition rates generally rise close to 
the inflation rate and will continue to 
do so. 

“This tuition increase will meet our 
budget estimate costs for the “97-98 
school year,” he said. 

“The university’s tuition is little 
compared to what other college stu- 


dents have to pay,” said Ady Brower, 
a senior majoring in anthropology. 
“We're getting about 70 percent paid 
off by tithing. BYU’s tuition is a mir- 
acle.” 

Graduate students will pay $1,490 
per semester in 1997-98 and $775 
during spring and summer terms. 
Law School and Graduate School of 
Management students will pay 
$2,475 per semester, the press release 
said. 

As in the past, students who are not 
members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints will pay 
one and a half times those rates, 
according to the press release.

With almost 9,000 copies sold to 
date, Charles Callaway’s Christmas 
story, “Benjamin’s Gift,” is sure to be 
a holiday favorite among those in 
search of a seasonal, feel-good tale. 

For an untold number of authors, 
inspiration comes while performing 
some of the most mundane tasks life 
has to offer. According to Callaway 
such was the case for the idea of his 
book ““Benjamin’s Gift.” 

“While driving down 4500 South in 
Salt Lake City during a rainstorm 17 
years ago, the idea for “Benjamin’s 
Gift” came to me.

notes Boykin. Students should not 
place the blame for their shortcom- 
ings on someone else or whine about 
it. If a student feels that it’s absolutely 
imperative that they list a good reason 
for their academic foibles, Boykin 
makes several suggestions. A student 
should make their declaration of inad- 
equacy short and sweet, acknowledge 
their shortcomings and move on. 

One of my personal favorite pieces 
of advise expounded by Boykin was 
the importance of avoiding what he 
calls “$10 words.” We all know what 
these are, they are the 15-letter words 
we find in the thesaurus to replace 
common everyday words, like work, 
good and duty, to make ourselves 
sound like the veritable scholar we 
know we’re not. 

Boykin notes that students should 
avoid complicated, superfluous words 
that do nothing more than take up 
valuable space. Finally, students are 
counseled to back up their assertions 
with concrete examples. For example, 
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wanted to help disadvantaged people, 
they should support this ideology with 
examples of volunteer service or par- 
ticipation in humanitarian clubs, orga- 
nizations or businesses. 

If a student cannot support their 
claims, then admission counselors 
begin to wonder if the student is just 
making a statement up in order to 
make themselves look good, Boykin 
stated. 

In addition to listing several exam- 
ples of what to do and not do in writ- 
ing a personal statement for law 
school, “Essays That Worked For Law 
Schools” also contains 35 essays writ- 
ten by students who were accepted 
into law school. Their statements are 
good references because they were 


submitted by law school admission .

Figure it out 
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There is no immunity to computer viru

When it comes to computer viruses 
don’t be fooled. It can happen to you. 

Last weekend I discovered my com- 
puter was infected with a virus. This 
was rather upsetting because I had a 
paper to finish. Plus I had better 
things to do than nurse my poor com- 
puter back to health. But you know, I 
probably deserved it. I’ve never been 
very careful about checking floppy 
disks before I put them in my comput- 
er. I never virus-scan recently down- 
loaded programs from the internet 
either. I figured, for some crazy rea- 
son, that I was immune. 

I looked for the anti-virus program 
that came prepackaged with my com- 
puter. Embarrassingly, I’d never used 
it until now. I set things into motion 
and almost immediately my poor, 
infected word processor was located 
and repaired. I was ecstatic and 
proud. I had just thwarted some com- 
puter hacker’s evil design. Fortunately 
the virus had only spread to two other 
applications on my system. Those 
were repaired just as easily. 

After having this experience my 
curiosity was stirred. I discovered that 
some people are not as lucky as I was. 

Most problems caused by computer 
viruses are restricted to software. In 
other words, a virus can rarely do 
actual damage to the machinery or 
hardware in your computer. 

Fred Clift, the System Administrator 
for the Computer Science Department 
at BYU, said that he has never heard 
of a virus that could destroy your 
computer. 

In theory a virus could tell your hard 
drive to accelerate to higher speeds, 
and that could cause premature wear 
and tear. 

“But you would hear your hard drive 
making awful sounds long before any 
real damage was done,” Clift said. 

In general, computer viruses only 
damage the programs that you install 
on your computer. And since you 
have original backups of your pro- 
grams, you can always replace one 
that is damaged. Unfortunately, by the 
time you realize that your computer 
was infected, you may have already 
lost files that are not as easily 
replaced; like a research paper. 

Viruses are invented for a number of 
reasons, including political agendas, 
personal gain, cheap thrills and 
revenge. 

Probably one of the most talked 
about viruses is one called the Word 
Macro Virus. It attacks the Microsoft 
Word word processor program. It 
embeds itself within the program; 
only initiating at a certain time or date 
or when a certain command is given. 
If a file is sent to the printer (or fax) 
during the last four seconds of any 
minute, the following text is added to 
the end of the printout: “And finally I 
would like to say ... STOP ALL 
FRENCH NUCLEAR TESTING IN 
THE PACIFIC!” 

While this isn’t detrimental, it is 
easy to see how a hacker’s little prank 
could cause some really big problems. 

I met a young computer hacker on 
the internet recently who goes simply 
by the nickname “CRYPTION.” At 
15 years old, this young man knows 
more about computers and operating 
systems than I could ever hope to. He 
spends three to six hours on his com- 
puter on a school day and more than 
10 hours a day during weekends. 
While not haven written any viruses 
himself, Cryption admits that many of 
his friends have. He said they do it for 
fun or to get back at people. They do 
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scan everything you allow in ' 
computer, whether you’re ug 
floppy disk between school 
home or you’ve just downlo 
useful tool from the internet.

Running attack kills Utes in first quarter

Wyoming head coach Joe Tiller may 
get a taste of Big Ten football earlier 
than he had expected. 

Tiller, who announced this week he 
is leaving Wyoming for Purdue at the 
end of the season, will have his hands 
full when the Cowboys take on BYU 
in the inaugural WAC Championship 
game Dec. 7 in Las Vegas. To win, 
Tiller will have to figure out how to 
stop a BYU running game that is 
averaging more than 300 yards its last 
three games and a punishing defense 
that is making a habit of shutting 
down opposing offenses. 

BYU, which has logged more air 
miles in the last 25 years than Delta, 
is suddenly winning games on the 
ground. In a game featuring one of 
the country’s best young running 
backs in Utah’s Chris Fuamatu- 
Ma’afala, it was BYU’s Brian 
McKenzie and Ronney Jenkins that 
took center stage Saturday, combining 
for 366 yards rushing and four touch- 
downs. 

“We just came out running the ball 
to see what we could do,” said 
McKenzie, who finished the game 
with 176 yards and one touchdown on 
23 carries. “They stayed back in a 
four-deep (zone) and coach Edwards 
decided to run it down their throat.” 

The Cougars wasted no time in 
establishing the run as McKenzie took 
the first play from scrimmage 39 
yards to the Utah 27-yard. line. 
Several plays later, right tackle Eric 
Bateman broke his ankle. It didn’t 
matter. By the end of the first quarter, 
McKenzie had 86 yards rushing 
(Jenkins added 28 yards and quarter- 
back Steve Sarkisian scrambled for 12 
for a first quarter total of 126 yards). 

More astonishing was the fact that 
BYU ran the ball 19 times in the 
quarter while putting it in the air only 
twice.

Utah head coach Ron McBride said 
BYU’s offensive line was more physi- 
cal than the Ute defense. “Give BYU 
credit,” he said. “They out-physicalled 
us on the line. We were not physical 
enough on the D-line or at line- 
backer.” 

Jenkins rushed for 156 yards and 
three touchdowns on 29 carries, while 
junior Brian McKenzie continued his 
stellar season with 176 yards and a 
touchdown on 23 carries. 

A reserve linebacker for Utah, 
Adam Hawkes, said the key was 
BYU’s unity. “They kicked our 
(butts),” he said. “The difference in 
the game was that they played like a 
team. We have too many egos on our 
team to play like that.” 

Jenkins said BYU’s team unity is a 
credit to the senior leadership. “Our 
team is unified and the seniors have 
helped with that a lot,” he said. “They 
have helped me to learn the offense 
and helped us stay together.” 

Johnson added, “We love each other 
and everybody knows what to do. 
Everyone understands their role.” 

McTyer said the Cougars support 
each other no matter what happens. 
“We're all together when we play,” he 
said. “We always stick together what- 
ever the circumstance is.” 

Although these two factors stood 
out, McBride was very impressed and 
complementary of BYU’s entire 
effort. “Nothing surprised me,” he 
stated. “They out-slugged us today. 
They did the things they had to to be 
successful and we didn’t. Everyone in 
the state watched the game and saw 
that BYU was the better team today.” 

The win was BYU’s 10th straight 
and it secured a spot in the inaugural 
WAC Championship game for the 
Cougars. BYU*will face Pacific 
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Division Champion Wyoming (10-1, 
7-1 WAC) Dec. 7 in Las Vegas.

Telecommuting is win-win 
for mothers and businesses

Jeanette Harris quit working at the 
Church Office Building in 1987 when 
her daughter, Natalie, was born. 
Harris wanted to be at home to raise 
her daughter, but she and her husband 
soon found they couldn’t make ends 
meet on his salary alone. 

Then one day a friend introduced to 
her telecommuting, a way that she 
could ‘get an 
income without 
leaving her daugh- 
ter or home. 

Telecommuting 
allows individuals 
to process data on 
home computers, 
sending the fin- 
ished products 
through a modem 
to the home office, 
Harris said. It is a 
great way to earn a 
supplemental 
income. 

“Telecommuting 
was the perfect job 
for me, I could 
stay at home, make 
some good money, 
and I didn’t have to 
worry about day 
care,” Harris said. 

In a report in the 
September 1996 issue of Perspective, 
telecommuting employs approximate- 
ly six million people in the U.S. and 
is expected to reach 15 million by the 
year 2000. 

The report said telecommuting ben- 
efits both the company and the 
employee, as businesses save on 
office space and overhead expenses 
while employees eliminate the 
headaches of commuting since the 
telecommuter’s office is at home. An 
added bonus for businesses is a gener- 
al boost in productivity since employ- 
ees report to have fewer distractions 
at home than in the office enviton- 
ment. 

Becky Wolfe, public relations repre- 
sentative for Unibase Data Entry Inc., 
said in Utah the big benefit telecom- 
muting offers employees is the chance 
to stay at home while earning a good 
living. ae 

The majority of the data entry 
employees at Unibase are mothers 
with small children, Wolfe said. 

“Telecommuting allows us to utilize 
a work force which is often over- 
looked: people who want to stay at 
home to work,” Wolfe said. 

Sherrie Merritt, a data processor for 
Unibase, said job opportunities in the 
telecommuting field also helps many 


work.”

25 years after skyjacking incident, 
pursuit of D.B. Cooper continues

SEATTLE — It’s been 25 years since he took that big 
step out of a Boeing 727 at 10,000 feet, yet tips on D.B. 
Cooper still trickle in. 

One of the most daring — or dumbest — criminals ever, 
still remains at large, having either flouted the laws of 
society or been foiled by the law of gravity. 

“It’s still a pending investigation,” says Seattle-based FBI 
agent Ray Lauer, who adds that the case will stay open 
“probably forever.” 

The FBI here still stores 60 volumes of interviews and 
other documents telling how Cooper hijacked a jetliner, 
demanded and received $200,000, then jumped from the 
plane over the Cascade Mountains of southwestern 
Washington and turned into a legend. 

He hasn’t been heard from since, although $5,880 of his 
loot was found by a boy playing on the banks of the 
Columbia River in 1980. 

A few taverns and restaurants mark the anniversary of the 
nation’s only unsolved skyjacking case. And now and then 
someone calls the FBI with a tip or suggestion. 

“Surprisingly, yeah, we still get quite a few of them,” 
Lauer says. “They tend to come in spurts, when they might 
get two to four in a week, then might not get any more tips 
for several months.” 

The FBI dutifully checks them out. 

Wherever Cooper is, it’s a safe bet his skydiving days are 
over: If he survived, he’d be 70 or older now. 

On Nov. 24, 1971, the night before Thanksgiving, a man 
in his mid-40s wearing dark glasses boarded a Northwest 
Orient Airlines plane in Portland. ‘ 

He bought a ticket under the name Dan Cooper — a law 
enforcement official later erroneously referred to him as 
“D.B.” and the initials stuck — and took seat 18F in coach. 
He ordered a bourbon and water and handed flight atten- 
dant Flo Schaffner a note. i 

He apparently lacked a strong criminal presence; the 
busy Schaffner stuck the paper in her pocket, thinking it 
was a mash note, according to an account published in 
Northwest’s 1986 corporate history, “Flight to the Top.” 

Not until takeoff did she bother to read the message: 
“Miss, I've got a bomb, come sit next to me — you’re 
being hijacked.” 

Fellow cabin attendant Tina Mucklow Larson recounted 
how she and Schaffner relayed dozens: of messages from 
Cooper to the cockpit — including his demands for 
$200,000 in used $20 bills and four parachutes. 

He had no unusual characteristics, Larson recalled, He 
wore a dark suit, dark tie, white shirt and the sunglasses, 
which he never took off. 

He also had a black briefcase, which he opened for 
Larson, showing her a couple of red cylinders, wires and a 
battery. 

He collected the money, provided by the airline, during a

stop at Seattle-Tacoma International Airport, where the 36 
passengers and two flight attendants were released. Larson 
and the two pilots remained on board. Cooper demanded 
the plane be flown to Mexico, agreeing to a refueling stop 
at Reno. 

Just after takeoff, Larson said Cooper asked how to lower 
the rear stairs of the 727, the only jetliner equipped with 
that feature. He then told her to go to the front of the plane 
and pull the first-class curtain shut. 

About 40 minutes after takeoff, the cockpit’s stair signal 
light flashed on. When the jet landed in Reno, the stairs 
were down and Cooper was missing, along with the money 
and two parachutes. 

Such an exit would be impossible today: Cooper’s lasting 
contribution to aircraft design is the “Cooper Vane,” a 
latching device on Boeing 727s that prevents the tail stair- 
way from being lowered in flight. 

Cooper dove into a freezing rainstorm at 10,000 feet, 
wearing only a business suit and loafers. The temperature 
was 7 below zero, not counting a wind chill factor estimat- 
ed at minus 70 because of the plane’s speed of 200 mph. 

Ralph Himmelsbach, the FBI agent assigned to the case 
before his retirement in 1980, has long maintained Cooper 
was a bumbler and a fool. 

If the cold didn’t kill him, if he withstood the powerful 
turbulence, Cooper was still parachuting into dense forest 
at night, at the onset of winter, with no food or survival 
gear. 

“It was a bad place to land, and it is doubtful we would 
ever find the body,” Himmelisbach said in a 1991 interview. 
“This was a desperate act you wouldn’t expect from a nor- 
mal man in his mid-40s. This was something you would 
expect from somebody who had nothing to lose.” 

Himmelsbach believes Cooper either landed in the 
Columbia and drowned, or died in the mountains and the 
money was washed out. 

An extensive search turned up no traces. Nine years later, 
Mount St. Helens erupted and blanketed much of the area 
with ash. If hikers or hunters have stumbled across Cooper 
since, they’ve kept his secret. 

Each year, celebrations are held at restaurants named 
D.B. Cooper in Salt Lake City and San Jose, and at a little 
bar in Ariel in southwestern Washington where, legend has 
it, Cooper paid an anonymous visit. 

Dona Elliott, who has owned the Ariel Store for six 
years, says she wishes she had started keeping track of all 
the men who come in claiming to be Cooper. 

The latest addition to her Cooper memorabilia is a flier 
from a Florida woman with a photo of her late husband. 
The woman said he confessed on his deathbed in 1995 to 
being Cooper. 

“What do you think?” asked Elliott, while holding a pho- 
tograph of the man next to a FBI composite drawing of 
Cooper. The man in the photo appeared to be at least a 
decade older.
